W arfield Sd W ilson hav e a t different 
tim es receiv ed offers of a bonu s from 
other cities tha t are reaching ou t for 
new indu stries, and w hile R u shv ille 
does not seem to be reaching ou t for 
new ones, let u s hop e tha t we w ill 
endeav or to hold ou r own. 
T his firm is now em p loy ing thirty - 
fiv e m en and w ill em p loy m ore if the 
factory is enlarged. 
T heir 
rem ov al 
from ou r tow n w ou ld m ean a decrease 
of a least 150 in ou r p op u lation. 
U nder these conditions and circu m ­ 
stances m any of the signers of the 
gu arantee and m any not on the p ap er 
are in fav or of p ay ing til© p rice asked 
and hav ing the m atter settled sa tis­ 
factorily to all, thu s carry ing ou t the 
agreem ent writh the p ow'er hou se and 
retaining one of ou r p rosp erou s and 
grownng indu stries.

Dr. Q u itm an K ohne, p resident of 
the New O rleans Board of H ealth, is in 
Tex as to determ ine by ex p erim ents the 
feasibility of fighting the m osq u ito as 
a germ carrier. 


R u shv ille attorney s w ho read the 
decision of the su p rem e cou rt on the 
legislativ e ap p ortionm ent of 19 03, lid d ­ 
ing it u nconstitu tional, were not s u r­ 
p rised a t the decision. 
They say it was m anifestly u nfair to 
R ep u blican com m u nities as w ell as to 
D em ocratic districts, and they believ e 
tha t in rev erting to the old law , the 
R ep u blicans w ill not su ffer. 
An election u nder the law of 189 7 
gav e a R ep u blican m ajority on joint 
ballot in the legislatu re in 18 9 9 of 
tw enty . 
T hat legislatu re elected Sen­ 
ator B ev eridge, and the one to be 
elected this fall w ill chose his su cces­ 
sor. 
The last legislatu re was com ­ 
p osed of fifty -one D em ocrats and nine ­ 
ty -nine R ep u blicans, giv ing the R e­ 
p u blicans a m ajority of forty -eight on 
joint ballot. 
Some p oliticians w ere sp ecu lating 
on the p ossibility * of the D em ocrats 
hav ing m ade a m istake in attacking 
tho law. 
It was su ggested that the 
law of 19 03 p u t the election of a m a­ 
jority of the m em bers of the leg isla­ 
tu re in the hands of the v oters in the 
cities and m u nicip alities.

It goes w ithou t say ing tha t F ay ette 
cou nty is disap p ointed.

hop ed to sep arate from H enry , w ho 
alw ay s 
“ hogged” the 
Senatorship . 
O u tside of these local conditions, the 
R ep u blican p arty 
in 
Indiana loses 
nothing by the decision.

o ! the Enemy the Fo rmer 


Sidestepped and Run 


Away . 


St. Petersbu rg, May IS.—The min­ 
istry of war has receiv ed the following 
disp atch from General Pflu g: 
’‘Ac­ 
cording to Inform ation receiv ed from 
Feng W ang Cheng, one of the 
guards 
div isions 
adv anced 
along 
the 
Hat 
Cheng road and abou t a div ision and 
1,500 cav alry were to adv ance by the 
Feng W ang Cheng road to 3am atra. 
Up to the p resent tim e there has been 
discov ered at Kwan Tien Sien adv ance 
gu ards consisting of a battalion of in­ 
fantry and three sq u adrons of cav alry 
with a mo untain battery . 
“According to rep orts receiv ed the 
Japanese tro o ps 
who 
were in 
the 
neighbo rho o d o f Feng Wang Cheng, 
were disp osed in two sections, the first 
a day ’s march to the so uthwest o f the 
Feng Wang cneng and the seco nd o n 
the lo wer co urse o f the Tay ang riv er. 
The latter co mmenced to cro ss o n the 
same day . 
“T here is no p recise inform ation y et 
to hand regarding the enem y 's forces 
which hav e landed at Pitsewo." 
A nother telegram receiv ed by the 
general staff from Oener&l Karkwitch 
say s: 
“ So me six ty Japanese trans 
po rts and warships appeared at sea be­ 
tween Pitsewo and Cape Tremlnal. 
Detachment* o f sharpsho o ters were 
sent to reco nno iter and a small de­ 
tachment o f infantry was sent fro m 
Po landio n. 
The tro o ps sent to re­ 
co nno iter anno unced that the Japanese 
were landing near Cape 8 1ac Kuhuae- 
itsa, In Kinchau bay , near the so uth o f 
the Tcheng Ye riv er and were po sting 
a div isio n o f 10,000 men In the neigh­ 
bo ring v illages. 
The Russian po pula­ 
tio n 
’v as withdrawn 
fro m 
Pitsewo . 
Hav ing fulfilled ttv task o ur small de 
tachment retired, but met en ro ute a 
rn peri o r fo rce o f the enemy and to o k 
ano ther ro ad. 
The detachment was 
pursued by the Japanese fo r a distance 
o f six miles, and o ur casualties were 
o ne sharpsho o ter wo unded and three 
horses killed." 
Vicero y Alex ieff has telegraphed to 
the czar anno uncing that the Russians 
hav e blo wn up the do cks and piers 
at Po rt Dalny . Liao Tang peninsula, 
presumably to render mo re difficult a 
Japanese landing at that po int. 
Later 
telegrams indicate that the who le o f 
Port Dslny has been destroy ed by the 
Russians.

Didn’t Like to Fight Jap*. 
To kio , May IS.—Acco rding to an o f­ 
ficial repo rt the Russian casualties in 
the fighting at Aulu o a May IO amo unt­ 
ed to o v er fifty men 
One o fficer and 
twelv e men were killed, the o thers 
wo unded. The Russians engaged num­ 
bered 700 and were fro m the Fifteenth 
Co ssack regiment. They reached Liao 
Yang by train and marched thence to 
Anju. 
“ A majo rity o f the enemy dis­ 
liked fighting the Japanese," the o ffi­ 
cial repo rt say s, “ and their mo rals is 
lo w.c&v ldence o f So mething Do ing. 
Seo ul, May 13 .—A junk that has ar 
riv ed at Chemulpo brings a repo rt that 
heav y ex plo sio ns were heard at sea 
early this mo rning. It is believ ed here 
that these ex plo sio ns o ccurred either 
at Po rt Arthur o r Daisy .
